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REMARKS 



Claims 1-19 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
U.S. Patent No. 6,400,308 (hereinafter Bell) in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,606,027 
(hereinafter Reeves). 

At the outset, Applicants note that Bell is merely directed to a radar system that 
is implemented within a vehicle and which allegedly is particularly suited to back-up 
warning systems and lane change warning systems. While the Bell system does utilize 
radar sensors (and is capable of providing a visual display), Bell does not disclose a 
system that visually displays an image of an area at a rear of a motor vehicle that is 
provided by a camera on a monitor. Further, with reference to Bell, column 17, lines 
29-32, Applicants cannot find any teaching of detecting when a motor vehicle is placed 
in a reverse direction and, as such, request clarification. As noted above, Applicants 
also cannot find any reference in Bell to visually displaying an image of an area at a 
rear of a motor vehicle provided by a camera on a monitor, when the motor vehicle is 
placed in reverse direction, and submit that neither Fig. 5 nor Fig. 18 of Bell teach such 
a limitation. As noted above, while Bell does teach the use of a display, the display is 
used to display information provided from a radar sensor and does not provide an 
image of an area at a rear of the motor vehicle. 

Further, Reeves fails to add to Bell anything that is relevant to Applicants' 
claimed subject matter. For at least the above reason, independent claims 1, 8 and 15 
are allowable over the cited art of record. Further, Applicants submit that 
claims 2-7, 9-14 and 16-19 depend upon allowable claims and, as such, for at least this 
reason, are also allowable. 

Applicants respectfully submit that this reply is fully responsive to the 
above-referenced Office Action. 
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CONCLUSION 

For all of the foregoing reasons, Applicants respectfully submit that claims 1-19 
are allowable.
